REAL  PROPERTY  SUMMARY  REPORT 


Attached  for  your  review  is  a  summary  report  of  real  property 
owned  by  the  Commonwealth  in  Massachusetts  cities  and  towns . 

The  data  upon  which  the  summary  is  based  were  last  revised  in 
1985;  therefore,  the  summary  figures  encompass  some  properties 
that  have  been  divested  within  the  past  three  years .   By  the  same 
token,  properties  acquired  by  state  agencies  since  the  last 
records  revision  are  not  represented  in  the  report.   Additional 
problems  encountered  upon  careful  examination  of  the  1985  data 
include  coding  errors  with  regard  to  agency  control  and  geogra: 
location;  and  measurement  errors  with  regard  to  parcel  sizes  and 
building  areas  . 

For  these  reasons,  the  information  contained  in  the  report  i. 
approximate  only,  and  should  be  considered  a  rough  guide  to  the 

extent  of  Massachusetts'  real  estate  portfolio. rather  than  a 

current  account  of  state  owned  land  and  buildings. 

To  remedy  the  problem  of  an  out-dated  real  property  information 
base,  the  DCPO  Office  of  Real  Estate  Redevelopment  has  initiated 
development  of  an  advanced,  computer-aided  system  for  continuous 
cataloguing  of  Commonwealth  real  property:  the  "MAssets"  real 
estate  asset  management  program. 
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In  support  of  this  major  multi-year  initiative,  we  have  begun  to 
collect  current  data  on  state-owned  real  property  from  local 
assessors'  offices  in  every  Massachusetts  municipality;  and  to 
review  and  verify  the  assessors'  records  with  state-property 
using-agencies . 

When  the  property  reconciliation  has  been  completed  for  all  351 
Massachusetts  cities  and  towns,  the  MAssets  program  annually  will 
be  able  to  provide  to  the  legislature  an  accurate,  up-to-date 
summary  of  the  allocation,  utilization,  and  condition  of  the 
Commonwealth's  real  property  holdings.   Moreover,  the  MAssets  data 
retrieval  system  will  significantly  enhance  DCPO ' s  real  estate 
planning,  analysis,  capital  budgeting,  public  development, 
property  operations,  acquisition,  and  disposition  capabilities.

miscellaneous  structures.

In  the  1985  data,  Commonwealth  properties  are  reported  to  be 
under  the  control  of  the  following  eight  executive  offices  only: 
Administration  and  Finance,  Consumer  Affairs,  Economic  Affairs, 
Environmental  Affairs,  Higher  Education,  Human  Services,  Public 
Safety,  and  Transportation  and  Construction.
